Japanese naval vessels and four amall Soviet submarines from the Soviets.

the submarines are based at Hsiangshan (121-51, 29-29) Harbor. Hsiangshan 
Harbor is guarded by six Japanese-made 60 mm guns and two Soviet-made long

2. In early December a submarine training school opened at Hsiteefou (ey 2H 46 > 
Hsiangshan, with 100 cadets end some Soviet instructors.
